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Overall. 

1.a&.[In general, the reports received from ts Soviet- 
occupied European countries up to the beginning 
of .iey 1950 do not indicate any changes in the 
strength of the Soviet Ground Force units during 
recent weeks. There are no indications that any 
units were withdrawn from the Soviet-occupied 
countries or that any new units arrived from the 
Soviet Union. Of note is a renort stating that 
unusually large amounts of empty rolling stock 
were dispatched fron the Cottbus ani Frankfurt/Oder 
area to the east in late wiarch and early April 
1950. The information Indicates the possibility 
of an assembly of rolling stock east of the Qler- 
Nelsse line for military trensportation operations, 
Small shipments of replaconents and supplies arrived 
in the Soviet Zone of Germany from the Soviet Union 
in Jarch and April 1950.
